However, he 
pointed Yiut, Canada's relation to 
forclOT notions Is thus rather am- 
ilffuous; for though In the event, for 
example, of war, Canada has to pro- 
scivc her neutrality, it is doubtful

herself Icsally bound to respect that 
neutrality. 

In the course of his paper, Coldcn- 
liers traced the reliirlons of Canada 
v.nù England from the miUtary auto- 
crpcy of 17C3 until the equal status 
or today. 

In 1781 Canada was granted a form 
of government by whose terms tho 
fc-ovemor and his counc'l were not rc- 
KFonslble to the elected legislature. 
Despite vigorous protest this condit'on 
was not remedied. .Some Canadians 
at leng^th dccitinl to obtain tlieir de- 
r.iands by lurco of arms and in 1SÎ7 
rebelled. Alter tho rebellion. Lord 
Durham advocated that Governor and 
Counc'l be made responsible to the 
LtBlsIature. After aume delay and op- 
])Osltlon, liiigland ratified his report. 

After Confederation the new nation 
began to clamor for more influence 
in foreign trcat'es affecting it. Thus 
AîacDonald complained at llie Wu.>;h- 
Int'toji Conference of ISTl whicii dealt 
vlth matter.^ aflccilng Canada's In- 
.tcres:, that tiie British "v.-anted to so 
home with a treaty in their pockets 
selling everything at no matter what 
cost to Canada". Jn 1S84 however 
Canada ob'.aineJ j/ower to sign any 
treaty atfectins: iior jointly with the 
ZIritlsh representative. 

\ new clement was introduced with 
t!ie introduction of Colonial, leader 
Imperial C'Jnferenw.--: ir. 1SS7. Throucli 
tiiem Canada gradually obtaliivd 
further f ghts. By the Conference of 
3311 it obtained the right of contract- 
ing itself out of treaties oxistinK be- 
lt w-o.". Jiritain and foreign nations 
and whicii applied to the wliolc JEni- 
plre. 

I'>rtlier recogiiilion of Canada's 
equality with Kiigiand was given in 
1917 by I.,lcjyii (icuig.; when he sum- 
moned rcpiosf ntatlves from he-, as

The Uoyal ComiuISsIbn for Tho Ex- 
hibition of JSBl hns Ju,st ninioiincnl 
Scienco fvMiolnrshlps opun to gradu- 
ates oC certain Universities In the 
British Empire, nmong which McCIIII 
Is Included. Theifo will be Rosoluch 
Soholarshlpii and tho scholar receiv- 
ing them win be required to carry on 
hl.i Invpiillgatlons in some country 
other than In which he graduoted. 

Throe scholarship."! are awarded an- 
nually to Canada, nnd of tho eight 
Universities In the Dominion that 
aro invited to recommend "candidates 
fcr the scholarships, McGlll Is tho 
only one In tho Provlnco of Quebec. 
The method used at McGill for select- 
ing candidates Is for the Interested 
students to apply to the hea<] of the 
departm<^nt under whom they arc 
working, who recommends the most 
suitable students in his department 
to the Board of Governors and they 
in turn select tlio student who offers 
tho best pos.sibillllcs and send in his 
name to, the Commissioners of the 
Scholarships. It Is the latter body 
who makes the final selection. 

Last year McGIll was fortunate In 
having one ot its students win one ot 
tho Canadian Scholarships. J. K. L. 
MacDonald, who was studying physics 
hero lost year is at present doing re- 
search work at Emmanuel College, 
Cambridge. 

Conditions for Awards 

The general regulations for the Sci- 
ence Research Scholarships offered 
by the Royal Commission of ISSl are 
as follows:— 

<1). — The Scholarships aro. "post- 
^aduate," and are intended to enable 
selected students of Overseas Uni- 
versitieo who have already completed 
a full University course aii.l given 
<.>!.ii;noe o£ capacity ti Kcionlific in- 
vestigation to devote 'huniselves for 
two to restarch work under condi 
tlons most likely to equip them for 
practical service in the scientific life 
of the Empire. 

(2). — The Scholarships are of the 
ralue ot £2S0 per annum, but addi- 
tional allowances may be granted In

Tho Outlook for Civilization was 
tho subject ot .an .-iddress given by 
tho Hon. Bertrand Ilussell, gtiest 
speaker at tho Alontreal Women's 
Canadian Club last evening in tho 
n.ill Room ot tho Windsor Hotel. Tho 
present outlook l.s bright if cIvICIz- 
atlon continues to advance but if it 
stops even for a moment It Is In grave 
danger of being destroyed. 

T'en Hr,n. Dor'rand Riis:;<=l, K.R.S., 
nr.. v., famous philo.sophor and Es- 
sayist, Is well known to Ifontrealors, 
having spoken at the Canadian Club 
two year.i .i,go. Hi.i subject tho Out- 
look for Civilisation v.-as most ap- 
propriate In that it is the real .-lubje.:! 
behind all addresses ot the Women's 
Canadian Clul). 

Before proceeding to tho main sub- 
ject of his address, Mr. Russell ex- 
plained e.'ca.-itly what iie conalderod 
civilization to I.e. i:iv;i;;;atlon dooï 
not consist in a great many machines 
and elaborallon.s. Th.j age of Periclei 
was probably more civilized than the 
j present one although tlioy had no 
I machinery of any sort. The number ot 
inventlon.s i'.mong the civilized people 
o' today does not by: any means 
guage the advancement of their civil- 
ization. The degree of penetration of 
civilization Is soraethint; new. Being 
civilized consists of reacting to cer- 
tain impul.'fes to which uncivilized 
people would noc respond. There are 
three . dirterent ways of being civil- 
ized, aesthetic, logical and emo'.'onal. 
The first Is measured by the people's 
sensitiveness lo tho arts, the second 
by their .sensitiveness to a fallacy and 
the third by -.heir reaction to tilings 
that would have no emotional effect 
on savages. Statistics ot tho number 
of accidental deaths would mean 
nothing to the uncivilized yet . they 
migh: be appalling to the ^ci^^iilzed. 
-Vgain, savages never take into no- 
ccunt tlio future by taking out lifo 
insurance as people of modern times 
do. 

Civilizaiiou ir.-i thing that 

distinguishes us from brutes. It gives 
us a great deal of enjoyment but it 
can easily bo abused. Sometimes- this 
Is done by too little dlscipUno as in 
tho CJrecian Hmplrc or by too much 
discipline as was tho case in iSpain. 

The outlook at present has many 
i'ood features and U undoubtedly 
brighter Uian over before. Thoro Is 
n.ora command over Nature, more 
cJueation, better hca'lli. less poverty 
and democracy. Until eleven years 
ago tlicro was no sucli thing as a 
real democracy. Another topic about 
which very little has been writloii 
!a tho matter of boredom. There is tar 
Ics.s bo;-eUoni In tho woild at present.

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OTHER NEWS 

jN view of the fact that several of the college papers in the 
United States feature a great deal of news that docs not 
come under the heading of campus news, it has been often sug- 
gested that the Dailj' change its long-standing iwlicy and cover 
itinns of general interest for the benefit of its readers. At pres- 
erit the only material dealt vcith. in the columns of the paper arc 
items which are directly concerned with this university or with 
other colleges or universities throughout the world. That is, 
only universitj- news is covered in our columns. In the States, 
on the other hand, many college papers print news of the town 
in -w-hich the college is situated and iiews of the country at large. 
For instance, most of the college sheets covered the last Presi- 
dential Elections at considerable length and several papers car- 
ried full accounts of current pugilistic encounters. 

Even in the Daily, an experiment in printing outside news 
;was once attempted. Two years ago, at the suggestion of cer- 
lembers of the staff, the Daily covered the trial and execu- 
tion of a pair of local man-kiUers. The trial was highly sensa- 
tional, but the student body refused to become excited over the 
matter and the policy of introducing items of general interest re- 
ceived a mortal blow. If the students were not interested in an 
jj ^^ ting murder trial, the chances were very slight that they 
"Svould be in the least excited over any other news whatsoever. 

If McGill v,-ere situated in a small college town which had 
no ^daily newspaper of its own, then the Daily would certainly 
print items of general interest in its pages. However, the 
opinion of the college at large is that while it may be all very 
v.-eU in a small town it would be quite unnecessary in Montreal; 

There are othens, however, who favour the inclusion of 
world news for a different reason. Many students, they say, read 
no^^th^ paper but the Daily. It is certainly desirable for the 
s^^^po have at least a superficial knowledge of the affairs 
of the world and if world events were covered by the college 
paper it would be of great benefit to these students. Would it, 
then, be desirable to go to the trouble and the expense of print- 
ing a great deal of extra reading matter merely to benefit a few 
students whose interest in the affairs of the world is so slight 
that they do not even bother to buy a two-cent paper? 



BOOKS 

T, HE v.'iniows in every book stoi'e one sees thc^e days are re- 
plete with books in alluring arrangements, displayed to 
attract the eye of the prospective purchaser. We find there uni- 
versity text books and aids and helps how to become a railway 
traffic manager, and how to learn French at home in a few 
hours, rubbing .shoulders with the latest effusion of Felicia.Fltiff, 
all decked out in its most flamboyant dress and faii'ly screaming 
to be taken away. And in the centre of the group, in the most 
strategic position to attract the eye, is always found the 
ubiquitous season's best sellei;. 

Whyilt is a best seller no one knows unless the publisher for 
his own reasons will not tell. Tlie would-be purcliaser is far too 
jiTipch .in the hands of the publisher and the bookseller. People 
Ifilmoflt invariably buy books on the reccomendation of another 
or on the strength of a favorable review. Knowing this, the 
publisher labours to make the advertising end of the book as 
attractive a.s po.s.sible. A book of little or no merit may be boom- 
ed by the publisher for liis own end.s. 

The story is told of one publisher just starting in Ijusiness 
)yho desired to get a best seller ; he therefore made a veiy ad- 
vantageous arrangement with an authoress of no great distinc- 
tion to write a book on certain lines he laid down. jBy^Cig judi- 
cious expenditure of a few dollars here and there for favorable 
notices he was enabled to fool the ever4rusting pulilic and to 
reap A ^ich reward for his labours. 

•Jn this age of modernity everyone wants the latest and too 
often by no mean.s i.s the latest the best. There Is more to books 
than the charm of di,splay oi- the ti-ansient pleasure to be ob- 
tained from reading an interesting .story. There Is the value 
,o£, the impression on the reader after the book has been subjected 
^ *thp critical inspection of intimacy. 

Much of the culture and versatility pf great men that im- 
pre.s.ses u.s so much is tlie result of reading with a purpose, of 
not .squaiiderinL' good time on novelties v/hen tliey could better 
employ it iji familiarising themselves v/itli proven cla.ssica. As 
sttjdents in a great university preparinjf ourselves to become 
4.e^der/j of thought and culture in our coy.htry we must look care- 
jfully to the manner and matter of,/ our incidental reading. 
'Nothing can produce the polisli wli.cli is typically that of t)ic 
jW>|I)egc ra^n like an intimate knowjôdge of the bp^t );9pjk|.

The timo Is coming evi- 
dently when oven onr love-mnklng 
will be done by mech.inlcal means, 
when athletic contests will bo me- 
chantcAl, and a man can be convicted 
ot any crime by the very shape fft his 
cars. 

Running liand-in-hand with the 
mechanization of all human functions 
Is specialization, even to barbers, nnd 
boot-blacks. Imagine coins to two 
boot-blacks because ejich vas a spe- 
cialist for each shoe. The analogy 
dr.%wn Is to the specialization which 
has occurred In the medical profes- 
sion, from diagnostician to heart man, 
nerve m.\n, an.aesthctl8t, surgeon, and 
a resurrectionist to wake you. 

This transformation ot modern life 
is not a new subject for ridicule — far 

from it . A largo number ot the 

bo«ks which ono reads to-day have 
this very thought a« a plot. The at- 
tack Is In most cases made In a differ- 
ent manner. Bitterness and sharp 
stinging satire aro usually reserved 
for Babbitry and its attributes, but 
in "the Iron man and the Tin Woman" 
there is a great différence. Dr. Lea- 
cock does not merely satirize good- 
humoredb'— he pokes tun and does It 
In such an amiable and kindly man- 
ner that his book comes as a welcome 
rellet from the tide at -so-called seri- 
ous books on the same subject. 

Professor Ijcaoock's book consists of 
fourty-tour "story articles" grouped 
together into seven sections. .M.iny 
people will have seen some of these 
articles published separately previ- 
ously, tor example, Jn the section 
"College Kow and College Then," 
there Is a Sketch called "^UI Up," pur- 
portins to be "avcrago lifu at ths 
average college, as gathered from llie 
pages ot any college dally at any 
Alma Mater." If ono were to read only 
this </na article he would derive as 
much entertainment as lie could got 
anywhere else for the whole price of 
the book. 1 am confident, however, 
that he would not stop at "All Up." 

The tirât section "Pictures of the 
Bright Time to Come," deals, as pre- 
viously mentioned, witli incciianiza- 
tlon, iipcclallzation and acrclal regula- 
tion. Kxtracls from tho sporting 
press oC lOSO show a. football gome 
between Harvard and Oxford played 
on the oasis of. Swot in the Sahara 
desert and seen the world over Ijy the 
Television -Teloptoscope. The fa- 
mous Oxford r Cambridge Boat raco 
has survived with the slight change 
that It is rowed by women. Merc man 
has become more mere. 

"Croat Lives in our iMidat," lets ono 
into the confidential secreta ot an 
Iceman, and tho "skill, courage and 
morality" developed by tho shovelling 
of sawdust on to ice In the summer 
and the reverse in tlie winter. A niglit 
with a genealology going back to iiieh- 
woymen, «uper-exlra criminals, ISddIo 
tho Bartender with others, also di- 
vulge their d.ark secrets to a scandal- 
hungry world, through tho page^ of 
Dr. I.cacock's book. 

Smugness lias characterized the 
common attltudo ot to-day to yester- 
day, but In "Today and Tomorrow" 
comes a forecast of what will be do- 
ing In the future, in humourous 
enough llgiit to dlifpcl all feeling ot 
smugness. 

"College Now and Colioge Then," 
scoma to strike a bit closer home than 
most of the oLlicr .scctloiia. Jlleh pres- 
sure campus «ctlvltic», ontrniico rc- 
aulroments, graduation d/iy and Iho 
correspondence school nro so effect- 
ively laughed at that any reeling ot 
efru8lv(3ne>a tpr "dear Old Alma 
Mater" vanishes like a pricked bubble.

'The tcxturo ot the paper 
lus been changed and with the cx 
trcnicly long paragraphs tho printinj 
nppours as a bloc ot letters, which 
has the tendency to make ono put 
asldo the magazine until ono has time 
to really plough through It. It may 
lio put aside moro than tho editors 
care tor. 

'The few Jilnls.that aro given by 
Miss Barbara IfacDonald about tho 
keeping of a Ilbrali'y makis ono look 
tonvard tor the noxt Issue whoti It Is 
hoped further tlp» will be given. We 
congratulate the editors on Ihol 
timely Inclusion ot aiioh a feature tor 
even people other than thcoluga who 
have graduated aro amongst- the un- 
initiated In that branch of a students 
activities. 

IJr.E. Le.slle Pldgcon grapples with 
the fiueatlon of the two schools of 
thought liiat exist In church affairs 
and advocates that tho younger men 
do not quit because tho odds ot tho 
oonscrvativcs appear to bo greater 
As ho says, "Every ago la an ago of 
translllon."

Oiit O/ Ottawa

IVobably It Was unfortunate that 
wo read these notices ' before we 
sampled tho poetry. Tho contrast was 
r.ntlicr .slrikinfT. Tho first thing we 
.fiuv W.X.S a poem in praise ot Ottawa 
The first two verses went: 

"City of towers nnd turrets 
Upon the cliffs you dwell 
With spires that point to heaven 
And many a pealing bell. 

"City ot russet rivers. 
Their burden songs of thee. 
City ot singing rivers 
That ti-amp down to the sea." 

It was only later that we discovered 
that Mr. Bourinot was really a writer 
of children's poems and that these 
lyrics were only a side-line with him. 
Wo had rather .«uspected something 
ot tho sort. Tho Literary Digest said 
ot his children's poems, " 'Pattering 
Poet' comes tripping along from Can- 
ad.t and has childhood penetration." 
The Calgary Herald says, "They are 
the sort ot childhood rhymes that will 
bo understood and appreciated by 
children." Personally we had been of 
tho opinion that that was the object 
ot writing childhood rhymes. Even 
tho London 'Times had ionicthing nicj 
to say about. Jlr. Bourlnol's child- 
hood poetry. So we read some ot It. 

'rnla la a fair specimen: 

"When I went out this morning 
Tho lawn was wot with dew 
And on the grass were cob-webs 
And on the bushes too. 

"The little silver circles 
Wero spread out everywhere 
I think ths spider's laundry 
AVas drying underwear." 

Now this, in our opinion, Is, very 
bad childhood poetry. It does' not at 
all capture the child mind. ChlUhen 
aro too egocentric and full ot animal 
spirits to notlco and comment upon 
naturallstio phenomena. This li net 
tho way in which children think. It is 
tho way In whioh .sontlnK'ntal adults 
like to believe that they think 'To em- 
phasize the point wo would recom- 
mend tho reader to A. A. Milne's 
childhood rhymes. A similar orltlcls.m 
can bo mado ot all Mr. Bsurlnot's 
children poems. They uvo neat, dell- 
wito and often charming but they aro 
not convincing.

"War has changed greatly in charac- 
ter.

She nlono pur 
ceived that the object ot tho opinions 
expressed was to draw comment. I did 
not know, nor did .my other man to 
whom I spoke, what literary prospects 
among women students were. The 
Dally h.is up to the present printed 
fo'jr letters which show decided liter 
ary talent. 

After the appearance ot' Saturday's 
letters my fellow editors, misunder 
standing the situation, were indignant 
that the McGilllad should be attacked 
bc;auE» of opinions which were not 
their own. They asked me to with 
draw or at least modify statements 
which had aroused such denunciation 
I did not do 20. 

In Monday's paper appeared a witty 
attac'ic upon rac by Miss Kuth Dow. 
What Miss Dow .«ald about mo per- 
sonally had nothing to do with my as 
sociales so I took it upon myself to 
answer her and at tho same time, to 
explain my object In (as she expressed 
it) casting aspersions on tho literary 
merits of K.V.C. iituiicnta. In this loi- 
ter, however, I again aroused tlio 
wrath of rny worthy colleagucH by re- 
ferring to their tlmldatlon somewhat 
Jocularly as a process of growing 
green with fear. This so Incensed 
them that they demanded that I «l(!n 
•a letter of retraction at tlieir dlclM- 
'J'hU 1 refused to <\<> ami rn.-.lh'n- 
f;d as eciilor of Tho .Mc'.lllllad. 

May I, in conclusion, for the bene- 
fit of the present editorial board, ro- 
•juest the literary Itrdles to lower their 
lance», Tho present editors ore tlio- 
roujflily respectable gentloiiien.
